NIOC chairman AbduJIaz 
Entezam said on the official 
Radio Iran that be made the 
announcement “with great re- 
gret" 

Oil industry sources said 
production had dropped to 
less than 500.000 barrels a day. 
Iran needs 600,000 barrels dai- 
ly far domestic consumption. 

Normal daily production 
was more than six million 
barrels, making Iran the 
world’s second largest oil ex- 
porter after Saudi Arabia. But 
exports are reported to -have 
ceased. 

Entezam gave no details of 
how the rationing would work. 

Morocco 

saidseeking

LONDON, Dec. 27 — Mo- 
rocco has proposed an Islamic 
summit to discuss the future of 
Jerusalem, the London-based 
“Asharq Al-Awsat” newspaper 
reported Wednesday. 

It is believed the Moroccan 
initiative was launched at the 
request of President Anwar Sa- 
dat who asked King Hassan to 
persuade other national leaders 
to agree to holding such a con- 
ference. 

“A eharq Al-Awsat" said the 
Moroccan proposal has met 
with little enthusiasm for sev- 
eral reasons. It cited them as:

The bad news about the 
growing economic impact of 
the political unrest was an- 
nounced ns elite army rangers 
opened automatic weapons fire 
on a funeral procession of an- 
ti-Shah demonstrators near 
Tehran University and at least 
four people were confirmed 
dead and 22 wounded. 

Rifle and machine gun fire 
echoed across Tehran as 
demonstrators pressed a relent- 
less guerrilla war against wea- 
ry army loops and police. 

On one street, witnesses 
said, rioters exchanged fire 
with army units and three 
troopers were wounded. 

The thousands-strong fune- 
ral procession called to mark 
the killing Tuesday of a 27- 
year-oLd civil engineering pro- 
fessor during a sit-down strike, 
erupted into .violence when 
troops opened fire after it had 
paraded for about a quarter 
mite (]/2 km) with the victim’s 
body and family at its head, 
witnesses said. 

A spokesman for ti* oppo- 
sition National Front said the 
shouting, which began as the 
procession readied the 24th 
of Esfand Square, may have 
started when some troopers 
concluded that other soldiers 
policing the mourners had de- 
fected to anti-Shah opposition.

Sadat: Chances of resuming 
talks with Israel ‘very good’ 


CAIRO, Dec. 27 (Agencies) 
— President Anwar Sadat said 
Wednesday there was a “very 
gpod chance” of peace nego- 
tiations with Israel resuming 
soon but said that Egypt bad 
not yet received an invitation. 

Sadat's statement to report- 
ers followed a declaration 
Tuesday by Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Menahem Begin, that he 
was prepared to hold “clarifi- 
cation talks” on two issues 
standing in the way of a trea- 
ty, 

"It appears, especially alter 
wfaat has been declared by 
US. President Carter, that 
Chore is a very good chance 
for a new round of negotia- 
tions. but until this moment 
Premier (Mustapha) Khalil 
didn't receive any invitation," 
£ad?t said after a two-hour 
meeting with members of his 
ruling National Democratic 
Party's parliamentary com- 
mittee. 

Carter, who predicted on 
Christmas eve that a Middle 
East peace treaty eventually 
would be signed, bas given 
support to Egyptian proposals 
for breaking the deadlocked 
treaty talks. 

The Egyptian leader postpon- 
ed a trip to tbe upper Egyp- 
tian city of Aswan, prompting 
speculation that arrangements 
were underway to resume a 
new round of talks in the com- 
ing weeks. 

But Sadat said he canceled 
the trip for domestic reasons 
and that it had nothing to do 
with itibe peace process. Sadat 
said he was remaining in Cai- 
ro to work out final details of 
a pfan to decentralize the go- 
vernment on Jan- 1- 

Asked if intensive, behind- 
the-scenes arrangements were 


being made for a new negotia- 
tion forum with the help of 
the United Slates, Sadat said 
"not yet" and that such spe- 
culation was premature. 

Sadat met behind closed 

doors for more than two hours 
with several hundred members 
of the ruffing party and sour- 
ces said be reiterated his be- 
lief that “peace is coming, 
sooner or later.” • 

In a speech devoted mostly 
to economic issues, Sadat said 
tie would seek reconstruction 
aid of three billion dolars a 
year for five years from the 
United Slates, West Germany 
and Japan. 


He has previously indicated 
he sought a post-peace “Mar- 
shall-type” pfan for Egypt, 
but had not specified a figure. 
Sources quoted Sadat as say- 
ing he would.. push the plan 
"whether Israel balked at sign- 
ing a peace treaty or not." 

Sadat indicated, the sources 
said, that the aid could be in 
the form of a loan or combin- 
ed projects and that Egypt 
would pay back the money. 

Before the meeting Sadat 
met with Prime Minister Kha-. 
iii. Vice President Hosns Mu- 
barak and the head of his Na- 
tional Democratic Party, Fik- 
ry Makram Obeid. 


Israeli army evacuates 
two illegal settlements 


TEL AVIV, Dec. 27 tAgen- 
cies) — Tbe Israeli army mov- 
ed Wednesday to evacuate Jew- 
ish nationalists who set up 
two iHegal settlements on Arab 
land overlooking Jerusalem. 

The settlement attempt, car- 
ried out by the fanatical Gush 
Emunim movement, was regar- 
ded as a test of the intentions 
of Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin at a time when delicate 
efforts are being made to re- 
vive the Middle East peace 
process. 

The settlers clambered up 
tbe slopes of -Nebi Samuel and 
Tel Ha das ha, two hilltops just 
north of Jerusalem. 

They set up tents, with a cor- 
rugated iron kitchen on each 
site, dragged up some camp 
beds and proclaimed themselves 
founders of two new' Israeli 
outposts. 

The Israeli area commander. 
Brig. -Geo. Benjamin Ben- Elie- 
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zer, unavailingly appealed to 
the 73 families, most of Lhem 
new Russian immigrants, to 
quit the sites voluntarily. 

When they refused he sent 
up two busloads of soldiers to 
bring tbe settlers back down. 

The settlers offered no resis- 
tance by force, but some lay 
down on the site and had to 
be carried down the hill. 

By mid-afternoon the eva- 
cuation was complete and tbe 
settlers were taken to a police 
station on the outskirts of Tel 
Aviv. 

Nationalist groups have been 
strenously urging the govern- 
ment to resume Jewish settle- 
ment in the Jordan West Bank 
and Gaza now that the promis- 
ed freeze period of three mon- 
ths has expired. 

Begin and his ministers have 
said repeatedly they would feel 
free to resume settlement after 
the freeze ended. But they have 
so far refrained from officially 
approving any new settler acti- 
vity. 

The Gush Emunim leader- 
ship was believed eager to test 
the government's attitude. 

With efforts being made to 
restart peace negotiations bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel, the 
Begin government is tom bet- 
ween a desire to placate natio- 
nalist opinion and a concern 
over the effect settlement has 
on foreign opinion, especially 
in tbe United States. 

The Gush Emunim move- 
ment, fired by a religious zeal 
to establish a Jewish presence 
in aH parts of what it regards 
as the “biblical promised land,” 
accused the government of 
lacking real enthusiasm for 
settlement. 

“Each day for the 1 8 months 
since the Begin government 
came to power we have been 
hearing promises," Gush Emu- 
nim official Yosef Artidi said. 
“Bui it is all talk and nothing 
is being done. We plan to put 
Begin to the test” 


ALGIERS, Dec. 27 (Agen- 
cies) — President Houari 
Boumedienne died Wednes- 
day and millions of his mourn- 
ing countrymen poured into 
the streets to express their 
grief. 

Bourn edienne's death, occur- 
red after he lay 40 days in a. 
coma with a rare blood di- 
sease. 

His government, promising 
to continue Bourn edienne’s 13 
years of “socialist revolution,*' 
moved swiftly to assure in 
orderly transition of power 
and named Rabah Bitat, presi- 
dent of the Popular National 
Assembly, as interim presi- 
dent for a period of up to 45 
days. It also declared 40 days 
of official mourning. 

Immediately after the state 
radio broadcast news of Bou- 
m edienne's death, downtown 
Algiers became jammed with 
demonstrators paying homage 
to the nationalist leader who 
seized power from then Pre- 
dent Ahmad Ben Bella in 1965. 
Thousands jammed windows 
. and balconies and demonstra- 
tors filed shoulder to shoulder 
through the streets of this 
. capital as the president's body 
was taken to the Palace of the 
1 People,- wherei it will 'lie . In 
state in the Grand Salon of 
Officers of the Algerian army. 

As upwards of two million 
weeping Algerians gathered 
outside, the eight-man Coun- 
ted of the Revolution, the 
top military and the foreign 
diplomatic corps paid their 
last respects, with many laying 
wreaths around the body. - 
There was no immediate an- 
nouncement of the timing of 
the planned state funeral. 

Boumedienne had been stric- 
ken by a rare Mood affliction 
known as Waldenstroems 
Disease. 

The president, who had re- 
ceived treatment in the Soviet 
Union in October and Novem- 
ber, spent the last days of his 
life hooked to life support 
machines here at Mustapha 
hospital, where he died. 

He bad been treated by doc- 
tors from the Soviet Union, 
tbe United States, France, 
Cuba and other nations. 

Brtaf who convened a ses- 
sion of the national assembly, 
assured the meeting be was* 
totally committed "to the ir- 
reversible course of socialism; 
national independence, econo- 
mic progress and justice.” Tbe 
constitution does not allow 
Bitat to run for president 
So far tbe most prominent 
candidate, observers said, ap- 
pears to be Foreign Minister 
Abdul Aziz Bouleflika, Bou- 
rn edienne’s protege since they 
fought together as guerrillas 
during the war for indepen- 
dence in the 1950s. 

In a cable of condolences 
Wednesday, to the interim 
. president. King Khaled descri- 
bed Boumedienne as a “great 
leader, great fighter and pro- - 
dent commander.” 

Earlier in the day Prince 
Fawaz, governor of Mecca, 
visited the Algerian embassy 
in Jeddah to convey tbe con- 
dolences of King Khaled. 

The chief of protocol at 
the Ministry of Ford pi Af- 
faire Salem Sunhul also visit- 
ed the embassy to convey the 
condolences of Foreign Minis- 
ter Prince Shod AJ-Faisal.

WHAT^S THE POINT? 

Tfae question of when ana Where the interrupted Middle 
East peace talks wfll be resumed should be settled in a few 
days. Very few people are ready to predict that the talks wffl 
not be resumed- The signing of a peace treaty remains far 
more like-y (ban a final collapse of the talks. 

' The talks wild be resumed after the hotidays, which seems 
the most logical possibility as to the time. . The venue- is an- 
other matter although it is easier to continue the talks at Blair 
House in Washington than elsewhere. 

There has been some talk of a summit conference between 
' ProsBdect Jimmy Garter, President Anwar Sadat and Premier 
Menahem Begin to break the deadlock but such a possibility 
appears distinctly remote at the tone being. President Carter 
has has hands fuU with many problems of which the Middle 
East is not the most urgent. He has the continuing energy 
program battle (he prefers a win there to victory m the 
Middle East), SALT talks with the Soviet Union and the after- 
math of recognition of Communist China with the conserva- 
tives challenging him to the point of taking him to court And 
President Garter tas already stated that he has given the 
Middle East far more of his time than he can afford. 

On the other hand, another shuttle mission by Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance should be good enough to get the Egyp- 
tians and Israelis talking again. The negotiations in Washing- 
ton would resume shortly after such a mission in mid- January. 
Or the talks could resume without even Mr. Vance having to 
visfe the area. The two sides would then- take up from where 
they left off without preconditions- 

Originally, the Israelis rejected to be drawn into more 
negotiations over the American-sponsored peace treaty. But 
after their alleged dispute with the Americans they have ap- 
peared more inclined to talk. 

- Talking, of course, does not necessarily lead to agreement. 
£n the case of the Israelis a fair agreement seems more dif- 
ficult than ever. The Israeli government has been quick to 
“correct” statements attributed to Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan in Brussels. He said that Israel planned to build a 
further four to five settlements in the West Bank over the 
next fire yean, or about 20 to 25 settlements during the five- 
year period in which they are supposed to turn over adminis- 
tration of the occupied territories to the Palestinians. This fig- 
ure is on top of existing settlements. As the Israeli government 
was “correcting" Dayan, a senior official revealed plans to ex- 
pand existing settlements and to improve the road network and 
services in the existing settlements. 

So what is tire point of talking? The negotiations may 
have become an end in themselves instead of serving as a 
means to the end— peace. Israel does not want to shoulder the 
bbme for the failure of the negotiations and neither does Presi- 
dent Sadat. He may walk into another round of talks just to 
deny the Israelis the opportunity to avoid responsibility for 
failure. In the end, the deciding factor wiH be the position 
of die U.S. President Carter may be preoccupied with other 
problems at the moment but there should be no doubt that I 
he will return to the Middle East at the earliest opportunity. So 
far, the U S. has adopted a position nearer to Egypt than to 
Israel but one that falls short of general Arab aspiratiorK. It 
is hoped that the U-S. wiH not force Egypt, for lack of options, 
to accept an even worse peace than is being negotiated already 
The other Arabs won’t buy it.

NEW YORK — 

The one thing that 1 have 
□ever doubted or found it ne- 
cessary to “prove" or “explain” 
is the fact of Jewish existence 
through the ages. A creative 
remnant has survived always. 

I did not believe that Zionism 
in any of its forms could solve 
all of tbe problems of Jews 
with the gentiles or even among 
ourselves. Since I could count, 
it was obvious that there were 
fewer of “us" than there were 
of “them," far fewer, and that 
Jews could not ever persuade 
all of “them" to our view of 
ourselves. Since I could hear 
and read, ji was obvious that 
we Jews were in large disagree- 
ment among ourselves. 

I thus concluded that within 
the Jewish people itself, and 
as between Jews and gentiles, 
untidy arrangements were more 
Hkely than ideological victories. 
The unity of the Jewish people 
and its relationship to non- 
Jews could both be maintained 
. only in some realm at once more 
mysterious and more practical 
than easily defined, clear-cut 
categories. 

The theologizing about Israel 
has been mostly in the key of 
certainty that the state is the 
preamble to the redemption pro- 
mised in the religious tradition. 
I have never been so certain 
that I know what God is about, 
and J become less certain when 
1 hear such theologies used to 
validate hard-line politics. 1 
am not persuaded that the sec- 


historic necessity of this cen- 
tury. 

In die 1950s America affor- 
ded the best situation for Jews 
in the more than two millennia 
of their existence. It was clear 
that an expanding society would 
need all the talent that it couid 
find, but I had few illusions 
that the clock of social change 
would stop once Jews were ad- 
mitted to the most honorific 
roles in society. 

There were others, especially 
slacks, waiting to bid for place. 
To conceive of what was hap- 
pening in the 1940s and 1950s 
in ideological terms as some 
dawning of a now more spa- 
aous doctrine for all America, 
as the realization here of the 
heaven on earth of which the 
Enlightenment had drenmed, 
seemed to me to be partly true, 
bur largely self-deluding. 

I did not doubt, that Jews 
would discover that their inter- 
est and those of others, both 
above and below them in the 
socioeconomic pecking order, 
did not always converge. In 
part I thought this was because 
of my awareness of the politics 
of Jewish life in Poland in tfce 
1930s, where Jews had been an 
embattled community that had 
to think of group interests and 
group alliances.

interest. 

In relationship to tbe Arabs, 

I have often argued, beginning 
long before ihe .Arab- Israeli war 
of 1973, that tune was not or.

men ought to be willing to eay. 
Arabs, having pride and feeling 
and injured dignity like all other 
men and women, will no: sim- 
ply go away and forget about 
the woes they believe that Jews 
have caused them. 

Arabs, blacks, lib- 
erals. as v. si I as several succes- 
sive American administrations — 
these have ail been the targets 
cf the cor.fromationial temper 
that has pervaded too much of 
the Jewish community in toe 
last decade. I have kept ar- 
guing that a people so small in 
number does not need so many 
opponents.

After seizing power in a 
bloodless coup he launched Al- 
geria on a vast industrializa- 
tion program and gave atten- 
tion to the countryside and its 
peasants. 

He was the first Arab head 
cf state to nationalize his coun- 
try’s oil resources in 1971 in 
a showdov.-n wflh France. 

Algeria gained independence 
from France in 1962 after more 
than a century of colonial rule;

Mezze: Lebanese‘Hors d’Oeuvre

Most people Who have been 
out to eal in a restaurant in 
the Middle East will have been 
offered ‘Mezze’ to start their 
meal. "Hors d'OEuvre” is the 
French equivalent but "Mezze” 
is a Lebanese specially owing 
nothing tc the French. 

Many people are afraid to 
try making Mezze ai home be- 
cause it is elaborate and there- 
fore difficult. This is far “from 
the truth. Seme dishes, such as 
stuffed vine leaves, may take 
sume time and patience to pre- 
pare, but the process is rather 
like wrapping up lots of small 
gifts ‘ — what could be nicer 
for your guests. Other dishes, 
such as kibbeh, have been 
made quicker by tbe use of 
modern electric machines in 
the kitchen. 

But Mezze is not only a 
starter for a meal, it is a so- 
cial nibble to be served at 
anytime of day when friends 
drop in for a cheat. The tra- 


dition of hospitality is wides- 
pread in the Middle East and 
every unexpected guest is of- 
fered food and drink. 

A simple Mezze can be dis- 
hes of nuts of all kinds; pie- 
ces of cheese; slices of tomato 
or cucumber; and dives. It 
may take tibe form of a salad, 
or pickles. 

Some Me 2 zes are minaiures 
of main dishes — small cubes 
of fried chicken Hver; small 
minced meat balls; and tiny 
savory pastries. Kibbeh, and 
its various forms, is a good 
example of this. 

When serving Mezze arrange 
il attractively on separate di- 
shes, each complimenting the 
other in color, shape and tex- 
ture. All the dishes should be 
placed in the center of the ta- 
ble for guests to help them- 
selves.

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Central Asia preserves Islamic heritage

TASHKENT, USSR— After 
more than five decades of 
Soviet power, the sights, 
sounds and lifestyles of 13 cen- 
turies of Islam survive today 
across Soviet Central Asia m 
a reservoir of Muslim-orien- 
ted custom and belief whose 
existence poses major questions 
for the kind of society being 
created in the USSR. 

The presence of Islam is in- 
terwoven in the brash new in- 
dustrialized society being cons- 
tructed along Soviet lines in the 
four core Central Asian repub- 
lics of Uzbekistan, Tadzhikis- 
tan. Khirgizia and Turkmenia. 
Despite rigid, centralized party 
control from Moscow, that 
capital of Slavic power and per- 
ception seems remote and for- 
eign when viewed from this 
region, with its deep ethnic 
ties to the people of Persia and 
the Middle East. 

The Central Asian region 
strelchine south of Kazakhstan 


in a vast crescent of mountain, 
verdant valley and bleak de- 
sert, from the Tien Shan peaks 
along the sensitive Sinkiang 
Chinese border in the east, 
south to the Pamirs and Kara- 
kum Desen bordering Afgha- 
nistan and Iran, and west to 
the borders of the landlocked 
Caspian Sea, js home to some 
2 3 million, about two-thirds of 
them of Asian stock. Here are 
Uzbeks. Turkmenis. Kirghiszis, 
Tartars, Bashkirs, Kazakhs and 
Azerbaidzbams. and Ta dzhik s 
and Slavs plus dozens of smal- 
ler ethnic groups. 

Everywhere in this colorful 
polyglot region are the threads 
of ancient Middle Asian — 
and Muslim — heritage. Rus- 
sian is the native language of 
less than a third of the in- 
digenous population and may 
be decreasing. Although Slavs 
who have come from west of 
the Urals to guide and share 
in growth of thq booming re- 
gion, clearly control and domi- 


nate the Soviet-oriented levers 
of economy and society, the 
pace of life and many of ics 
goals are stamped by the out- 
look of the Asians. As perhaps 
nowhere else in the Soviet 
Union, Muslim-oriented culture 
and folkways of Central Asia 
seem to have blunted the 
sharp, atheist thrust of official 
Soviet industrial culture. 

The spires and domes of 
blue-tiled mosques, mauso- 
leums, and minarets mark the 
skylines of such fabled cities 
as Samarkand. Bukhara and 
Khiva, drawing thousands of 
foreign tourists, as well as 
crowds of rural Uzbekis and 
other Asian peoples to look 
upon splendors of the once- 
mighty Islamic nations of the 
region and ponder their mean- 
ing for today. 

The Central Asians share a 
history different from the 
Slavs, one tied to the Persian 
and Arab past. Traversed hun- 
dreds of years ago by adven- 


turous European traders along 
the fabled spice route between 
Europe and China, its greatest 
leader u as lamcrlane the 

Great, whose empire brought 
Central Asia in the 14th cen- 
tury to a peak of intellectual 
and commercial sophistication 
unmatched since. 


As surely as authoritarian 
rule binds the Soviet Asians 
into the Soviet, Union, custom, 
history’, language, religion and 
brood — those powerful shap- 
ers of human events — bind 
Soviet Asians into the Muslim 
world. 

In random interviews during 
a recent two- week trip in 
Uzbekistan and Turkmenia, it 
was impossible to find a Soviet 
Asian who did not first des- 
cribe himself as a “Muslim” 
upon being asked, and then spe- 
cify nationality. Many of these 
people said they had Koruns 
at borne and tried to read 


from them and learn the les- 
sons of God. 

Western experts have esti- 
mated the number of Muslims 
at anywhere from 30 to 50 
million, based tn part on the 
assumption that to be an 
Uzbek. Tadzhik. Tartar or 
Kazakh implies bdiei m Islam. 

The Soviets do not keep 
count, on grounds that “reli- 
gion is free" in the USSR. 

In the post-war years. Mus- 
lim religious practice has ad- 
vanced in central Asia despite 
Russian controls. There are 
□ow more than l-H) function- 
ing grand mosques and more 
than 1 .000 smaller mosques in 
ibe four republics. New mos- 
ques are being opened almost 
every >ear. Millions ot’ rubles 
are being spent by the local 
population to rebuild and re- 
furbish the fabulous Muslim 
architectural monuments of 
the past. — iWP)

White minister resigns in Rhodesia 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia, 
Dec. 27 (AP> — A white Rho- 
desian cabinet minister Wed- 
nesday resigned from the bira- 
dal government, charging that 
peace efforts bad failed. He 
called on Britain to take over, 
the administration. 

RoUo Hayman, co-minister 
of Internal Affairs in a transi- 
tion government steering the 
country to black majority rule 
by April 20, 1979. issued a 
statement expressing doubts 
about the “viability” of a 
constitutional agreement sign- 
ed between Prime Minister 
Ian Sntkh and three moderate 
black leaders last March. 

He was the fifth member of 
the transition government, 
comprising nine blacks and 
nine whites sharing cabinet 
portfolios, to either quit or 
‘be dismissed. 

He resigned posts in both 
the government and Smith** 
white-dominated Rhodesian 
Front Party at a time when the 
seven-year war with guerrillas 
seeking control of the terri- 
tory is escalating and hopes 
'for an internationally arrang- 
ed peace formula are dimming. 

Hayman said in Wednes- 
days statement he believed 
the present course set for ma- 
jority rule in a country go- 
verned previously by the white 
minority would not end die 
war or win international re- 
cognition. 

Not one country has recog- 
nized the March 3 accord, 
dismissed also by the Patriotic 


Front of Joshua Nkomo and 
Robert Mugabe a s a prelude 
to die creation of a puppet re- 
gime; 

"...I am leaving the party. 
I do not want to live under 
a Marxist government,” Hay- 
man said in a statement. 

Gloomy Outlook 

Hayman forecast intinuda- . 
tion by guerrillas would result 
in a low turnout among the 
three million eligible voters in 
the country’s first popular 
elections involving the pre- 
viously (Esenfrancfaized blade 
majority. He expressed doubts 


whether the newly elected go- 
vernment would win interna- 
tional recognition, halt United 
Nafitons sanctions, end the 
war and attract military supp- 
lies to fight. the Guerrillas. 

Hayman, regarded as a 
rightwinger in Smith’s^ conser- 
vative party, said he thought 
the next government . would 
“probably fall in a matter of 
months under guerrilla pres- 
sure.”

MADRID. Dec. 27 (R; — 

King Juan Carios Wednesday 
signed and endorsed Spain’s 
new constitution, which (ays 
the foundations for democra- 
cy after nearly four decades 
of right wing dicta tors hip. 

The king put his signature to 
the 169-article document with 
a gold pen at a special joint 
session of the two houses erf 
parliament — -the Senate and 
the Congress. 

In a brief speech ihat 
brought parliamentarians to 
their feet in a standing ova- 
tion, the king said the cons- 
titution was for everyone, in- 
cluding himself. He pledged, 
as the symbol of the unity of

Britain remains recognized 
by the United Nations as the 
sole governing authority over 
its African colony despite the 
Unilateral Declaration of In- 
dependence by Smith and the 
previous white minority govern- 
ment Nov. 11, 1965. 

Since then Rhodesia has 
been the target of sanctions, 
and an escalating guerrilla war 
that has cost 15.000 lives, as it 
taps more than half of the na- 
tional budget, and Smith has 
been forced to concede an end 
to 90 years of white rule. 

Hayman s resignation came 
as a surprise to most indepen- 
dent observers here who not- 
ed that mot conservatives in 
Smith’s party and government 
usually oppose any surrender 
of power to Britain and inva- 
riably express confidence 
about the war effort. 

Hayman said be would 
Gland as an independent when 
a by-election to fill his seat in 
the still white-dominated 66- 
strong legislature is held in 
the next few weeks. 

Hayman's announcement 
was the fiist major political 
blow to Smith since two of 
his cabinet ministers in the 
previous government quit key- 
security posts early last year.

Temples of Angkor see tourists again 


ANGKOR, Cambodia Dec. 27 (APj — Communist Cam- 
bodia reopened the temples of Angkor to tourism Wednesday, 
with foreign correspondents getting a whirlwind tour of these 
ancient masterpieces closed to most outsiders by nearly nine 
years of war and revolution. 

No major war damage to the edifices was apparent but 
neither was there any evidence of restoration and maintenance, 
which archaeologists say mist be a continual process to fight 
ofif the ravages of heat, stagnant water, fungi and tree roots 
which attack and crumble the stones. 

The 16 journalists saw most of the temples as whirring 
images from a bus that moved along at a 30 kilometer an 
hour clip and from which they were not allowed to 
disembark. 

The 12th century bayou, with its forest of 54 towers each 
carved with four haunting faces, was passed by in about 
a minute, while some of the more than 600 other monuments 
popped out and faded again into the jangle. 

Only after negotiations between the Thai organizers and 
the Cambodians were the journalists allowed 45 minutes to 
rush through Angkor Wat, regarded as the supreme achieve- 
ment at Angkor and the largest standing religious building in 
the world- 


The Chmbodians said they had sent a message to the 
Erawan Trust Com. last Sunday asking that the inaugural 
flight be made by Thais only as a symbol of friendship bet- 
ween the neighboring countries, and they also talked about 
security precautions, after the murder of a British scholar in 
Phnom Penh last week. 

The Thais, eager to get publicity for their commercial 
venture, said they had not received the message. The journa- 
lists were restricted to the airport terminal for three hous 
after their morning bus tour but the Thais later managed to 
persuade the Cambodians V> grant the Angkor Wat visit. 

Regular tours, open to all ■nationalities but South Afri- 
cans, Israelis, South Koreans and Taiwanese, begin Jan. 1, 
with tourists paying S225 for six and a half hours of sightsee- 
ing at three temples and a lunch before flying back to Bang- 
kok- One travel agent said that about 50,000 Japanese -have 
already expressed interest in Coming. 

There is little chance that foreign visitors ti> Angkor will 
be able to peer through the veil of secrecy thrown around the 
country by its ultra-radical rulers when they seized power in 
-1975, and to judge the truth of repeated reports of mass ex- 
ecutions and brutality.
